HAWES AT BLOOMINGTON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

BLooMINGTON, III., Aug. 23.—The Repub- 
licans of Bloomington opened the campaign 
with a successful meeting, gotten up under 
the auspices of the Young Men’s Garfield 
Club of this city. The Hon. Kirk Hawes, of 
Chicago, was orator of the occasion. He was 
escorted from the train to the hotel by a 
military band. At 8 o’clock the Garfield uni- 
formed battalion marched to the hotel and 
acted as an escort to the distinguished 
speaker on his way to Durley Hall. The 
hall was crowded to its utmost capacity, and 
hundreds were unable to obtain admission. 
The speaker was introduced by H. E. Had- 
ley, President of the Young Men’s Garfield 
Club, and spoke as follows: 

“Tassume, in addressing you this evening, 
thatlam not speaking to tisans or office- 
seekers, but to sober-min honest men, in- 
terested in the general welfare of ali, and striy- 
ing for the attainment of the for 
the ereatccet Humber. re ~ ae 
seems to me. es we come ST 
and, now that the contest is fairly befyre us, f 
a short time candidiy and honestly consider the 
real condition of our political affairs. The 
Nominating Conventions have ali been beild, and 
each party has adupted ‘a platform, or declara- 
tion of principles, by which it proposes to be 
governed. The letters of acceptance have been 
written and given to the public, and the issue is 
now fairly before us,—shall the Republican 

party continue in the control of this Govern- 
ment with James A. Gartield at its head, or 
shall it be turned over tothe Democracy, with 
Gen. Hancock in the Presidential chair? 

* Between Senator Garfield and Gen. Hancock, 
considered individually, without reference to 
the political organizations they respectively 
represent, there would seem to be very little 
ground for question as to which is the better 
qualiued for the office of President. Concerning 
Gen. Hancock I have no harsh criticism to 
make. Indeed, iu my judgment, de is superior 
in some respects to some of those who during 
the last twenty years have received the empty 
honor of the Democratic nomination. Educated 
at West Point at the expense of the Govern- 
ment, be respended to bis country’s call, as was 
his duty, when the War broke out, and rendered 
valuable assistance iu putting down the Kebell- 
ion.

and has no fixed principles or well-known con- 
victions upon any of the great questions of pres- 
eng public interest. Contrast the two men who 
have been nominated. In one you have a brave 
soldier, in the other an able statesman. In one 
you bave a man whose every want has been sup- 
plied from his youth up. without any exertion 
of his own. Educate in a National mili- 
tury school, he was cut of from 
daily association and  intercou with 
the masses, and consequently ndered 
void of sympathy for, or special interest in, the 
struggling millions who are obliged to earn their 
bread by the sweat of their brow. In the other 
you bave a mau whose whole life, from boyhood 
do manhood, bus been a struggle with poverty 
and adversity; a man who has been in constant 
and close communion with the common people, 
and who bas a keen appreciation of all their 
wants and desires [applause]; a man whose lite 
has been devoted to the study of the science of 
civil government, and who, from his long expe- 
rience in public affairs, is eminently well quali- 
fied to pass upon the complicated, and often 
conflicting, interests of the people that properly 
tind expression and relief in Nationa! legisia- 
tion,—in short. one of the ablest statesmen of 
the age. [Applause.] 
THE SPEAKER REFERRED 
to the noisy and rather inconsistent enthusiasm 
of the Chicago Democracy which greeted the 
nomination of a Uniom soldier and the sudden- 
ness with which it had died down, and went on 
to say that there was no reason to apprehend 
that any fair-minded man could cast his vote 
for the Democratic Electors on the ground that 
Gen. Hancock was better qualified for the office 
of President than Gen. Gardeld.

erhaps the most horrible case of the day 
was one brought to light by Officer C. C. 
Larsen, of the West Chicago Avenue Station. 
While traveling his post at 1 o' clock yester- 
day afternoon he ascertained that Peter 
Klouse, a German laborer, living at No. 268 
North Union street, had, while intoxicated, 
cruelly assaulted and beaten his little son 
Michael. 7 years of age, and that the child in 
ali probability would die from its injuries. 
Eyewitnesses of the assault were numerous, 
‘They say that the brutal parent first stripped 
boy naked, and struck him se- 
times with straps and sticks, but 
eonsidering this rather light punishment, he 
sbed him by the heels and dashed him 
against the wall of the house repeatedly. 
The little fellow was cut badly about the 
dead and face, and his head was badly 
ised. The little fellow’s screams for help 
N merey were heard all over the neighbor- 
hood, but Klouse is regarded by all his 
ighbors as a highly dangerous character, 
and none of them dared to interfere, but sent 
ngers in all directions for a policeman. 
When Officer Larsen entered the house the 
child was still naked, and was bleeding 
fusely from the wounds. Its condition 
was pitiful in the extreme, and it 1s 
that the injuries may prove fatal. 
. Phere were marks left upon the wall by the 
child’s bruised and broken head. Klouse 
was perceptibly under the influence of 
liguor, and was locked uP at the West Chi- 
caso ‘avenue Station. He is an habitual 
drunkard, and is noterious for abusing his 
family. 

SERIOUS CUTTING AFFRAY. 

The telephone is greater than the telegraph 
in catching murderers. At 8:30 last evening 
a telephone message was sent to Central Sta- 
tion from a Canalport avenue drug store to 
the effect that there had been a serious 
stabbing affray,- and perhaps murder, 
at No. 142 Canalport avenue. A message was 
sent to the West Twelfth Street Station, and 
Capt. Ebersold. Lieut. Bonfield, and a TRIB- 
UNE reporter started at once for the scene. 
The house designated is a two-story and 
basement brick, occupied by a half dozen 
families. The second story is occupied by 
Martin Hodum and family in front, and by 
Danie!

the poison and eat it. Both were quite 

ill, and a doctor was summoned 
to gare for them. The Hodums were 
very angry, and the Sacks explained 
they distributed the Paris green to kill cock- 
roaches and vermin which came from the 
HoGsn side of the house, and maintained 
that they could not help it if the Hodum 
fits were foolish enough to eat the poison. 

his bad feeling was augmented several 
days later by the Sack family calling ina 
Health Officer and compelling the Hodums to 
remove a pail of slops from the hall. 

The Hodum girls, a pair of lively, hoyden- 
ish, and very muscular young ladies, 
amused iselves from this timo 
on by calling the girls 
names. Lizzie's red head was the target of 
abuse. Complaints were frequently made 
to Mrs. Hodum, but the children still per- 
sisted in calling names, and yesterday Lizzie 
claims that she accidently overheard Mrs. 
Hodum instructing her children what names 
they should call her, and that when she 
spoke to her about it Mrs. Hodum called her 
a red-headed sow.” This was as bad as 
the pot calling the kéttle black, for Mrs. 
Hodum is also red-headed. The squabble 
was deferred until evening, when Lizzie and 
her father waited in the hall for 
Mr. Hodum, to lay their complaints be- 
fore him. "Tie became excited at once, 
and struck Lizzie so severe a blow that she 
fell. Sack resented the insult, and after a 
short scuffle the men separated, and Hodum 
ran into his apartments and shortly after re- 
appeared, brandishing arevolver. Sack, in- 


> §Stead of retreating, placed himself on the 


defensive, and drew a short, thick-bladed 
potket-knife. The rough-and-tumble fight 
which ensued was participated in by nearly 
all the members of both families.

RAILROAD ROBBERIES. 

The police are very mysterious about it, 
but the full facts are sure to leak out shortly.

THE JUSTICES, 

Twelve milkmen were summoned to ap- 
pear before Justice Summerfield yesterday 
and answer to a charge of selling adulterated 
milk. They were represented by Mr. Trude; 


who argued at some length for a continu- 


ance, on the ground that the defense was not 
ready for trial. It was finally decided by the 
Justice to continue nine of the cases until 
Friday at 2 o’clock. Jacob Freland, a grocery- 
man, and one of the defendants, was dis- 
charged at the request of Mr. Cameron 
on account of thedeathof his child. The 
eases of F. Weiserman and D Miller 
were put over until Aug. 81. The milkmen 
feel very bitter against Dr. De Wolf, alleging 
that the prosecutian is malicious. They say 
they have the indorsement of all of their 
customers, and, as long as they are satisfied 
cannot see why the city authorities should 
attempt to regulate the diet of the citizens. 
One of them said that the prosecution had 
made 243 strong Republicans of the associat- 
ed milkmen. 


Yesterday afternoon, before Justice Flem- 
ing of the Stock-Yards, John Leggate, Wade 
A bott, and Joseph Papineau, charged 
with conspiracy, were put under 
bonds x of each to appear for 
trial Wednesday; John Leggate, charged 
with malfeasance in office, was put under 
the same bonds until the same time; and 
Joseph Papineau, for sell liquor to 
minors, was put under bonds of $200 until 
the same date. From the statements made, 
it appears that Papineau went before Leg- 
gate, who is a Justice of the Peace, and 
swore out fifteen attachment garnishee suits 
against fifteen different men.

That the strange conduct of the person em- 
ployed as Corporation Counsel is deserving of 
condemnation, as iu a matter of great public 
importance he gave three opinions as to the 
powers and duties of the Council, each of which 
varices and cilfers from the others, which evinces 
eminent unfitness tor the position he occupies, 

“ Demosthenes” opposed the motion, apd, 
during his speech of an hour and a half, shut- 
tered his desk by pounding on it, and, while 
gesticulating wildly, struck Ald. Cullerton in 
the face and Ald. Altpeter on the head. 

Ald. Dixon contended that the Council had no 
power to strike anything from a communication 
of citizens. 

After considerable discussion the Chair de- 
cided the motion outof order. A reconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which the communication 
was ordered published, in order to expunge, 
would be proper. 

Ali. Cullerton made the motion. 

Aid. Lorenz moved to lay it on the table, but 
withdrew his motion in order to allow Demos- 
thenes to make another speech two hours long.

THE PUMPING WORKS. 

Ald. McGrath moved to reconsider the vote by 
which that part of the minority report relating 
to the purchase of a site for pumping works iu 
the South Division was stricken eut. He voted 
to strike out, because he was opposed to taking 
the large amount necessary frum the Water- 
Extension Fund. There were quite a number of 
streets which would not pay 10 per cent if pipes 
were laid, but there were others that would; and 
if the sum were taken from the fund it would 
sible to lay pive where it was badly 
needed. The Fire- Marshal had frequently culled 
the attention of the Council to the fact 
that the pipes in many streets, particularly 
those in the wooden district, were too 
Small. He believed now that there would be 
suflicient money not only to erect works in the 
South Division, butalsoin the West Division; 
therefore he wanted the vote reconsidered. The 
city bad a large lot of preperty which ought to 
be sold.—the present City-Hall, for instance, 
which could be exchanged for a site, and per- 
haps yield money enough to erect the works. By 
this course the Water-Extension Fund would 


only have to furnish money for additional works | 
the | 


on the West Side. By reconsideration, 
Council could take up the matter hereafter. 

Ald. Wickersham remarked that the whole 
thing had been set to the Law Department. 

Ald. Cullerton made the point that what was 
stricken out did not go; and a reconsideration 
of the vote would bring the site subject again 
before the Council. 


Ald. Dixon said the Law Department could not 


give an intelligent opinion unless the item was 
considered. 


Ald. Meier (Sixteenth) was opposed to doing |

The North and South may truly be said as repre- 
senting two different civilizations. Between the 
two there is still, as in the past, an irrepressible 
conflict. It must necessarily continue until 
finally and effectually settled the one way or the 
other. The “Solid South must be met by a 
Solid North,—must be fully, fairly, and com- 
pletely overwhelmed, so that its compact or- 
ganization falls in pieces and the people become 
divided among themselves. Either this, or the 
South, triumphant, assumes the same position 
as before the War, 

| WHICH BAS THUS BEBN WHOLLY IN VAIN: 
lords it onee again over a divided and therefore 
helpless North.

There is one passage from the book that 
may be quoted because it has an indirect 
bearing upon the late fraudsin the census- 
taking in Southern States, The rate of 
increase in population in the past ten years 
which Is claimed by the two Carolinas and 
the two Virginias could only have been at- 
tained by large immigration from abroad. 
It is well known, however, that only an in- 
significant proportion of the foreign emi- 
grants that come to this country goes to the 
South. The following paragraph from the 
Southern School History will explain in part 
why the emigrants avoid the South: 


The second pear of the War now commenced. 
It found each section prepa with t ble 
earnestness for the conflict. e South was 
straini every nerve to resist the Northern 
multitudes. Her Congress passed 4 law con- 
scribing all men under % years of age. To fill 
her armies the North had a better and more 
successful mode. She offered immense bounties 
and high pay. induced by these, thousands of Ku- 
ropean mercenartes enlisted. The South had noth- 
ing but her gallant children to put in the field 
and thus she was condemned to stake her most 
precious jewels against the trash of Europe. 


The above extract refleets the prevailing 
sentiment of the Southern people as to the 
foreign-born American citizens who were 
almost universally loyal to the Union. The 
Gemans and Irishmen who fought for the 
preservation of the Government as valiantly 
as if they were “to the manor born“ do not 
relish being treated as “mercenaries” and 
the trash of Europe” by the most precious 
jewels“ of the South, because they helped 
to defend a Government which had offered 
them a home and a guarantee of manhood. 
They are not likely to advise their relatives 
and friends to locate among a people who 
have thus slandered them nor in a section 
where the poor white trash” are the vic- 
tims of contempt and contumely. 

But the chief outrage in this whole matter 
is, that the public schools of the South are 
prostituted to the partisan and sectional! pur- 
pose of perpetuating the hatred of the North 
and the hostility to the National theory of 
government which controlled the organizers 
uf . Dehcliion While thic poles caverns 
the educational system of the South it is ab- 
surd to claim that the spirit of the Rebellion 
has been abandoned. The text of the school- 
books is vicious enough, but it is, after all, a 
mere hint to the teachers, whose elabora- 
tions, explanations, and comments in the 
school-room greatly. intensify the false doe- 
trines thus planted as seed for future rebell- 
ion in the minds of the Southern youth. 
There is no Government excent ours upon 
the face of the earth that would tolerate this 
fundamental and systematic training of nul- 
lifiers and traitors, and it may be doubted 
whether the American Government wil! con- 
tinue to be strong enough to permit this un- 
dermining of its principles. To educate the 
youth of an entire section to cherish the tra 
ditions of armed rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment is a political crime of the gravest 
nature, to which the people of the North 
cannot give too much attention in view of 
the fact that the ruling spirits of this hostile 
section are now seeking in the name of the 
Democratic party to gain control of the Gov- 
ernment they despise.

According to the Louisville paper, these 
States owed at tha close of the War about 
$88,000,000 of old debt. According to the 
same authority, there was added to this from 
1865 to 1872 about $262,000,000, making 
an aggregate of $840,000;000. Of this, these 
States have repudiated all but about $53,000,- 
000, and on this sum are paying only from 1 
to 4 per cent interast, and are terribly 
exercised about paying even that much. 
In the history of clvilizaton there is no 
record of such wholesale and barefaeed re- 
pudiation by Sovereign States.“ Among 
the reserved rights, itseems that of repudiat- 
ing public debts is regarded at the South as one 
ofthe most sacred. Even the debt incurred 
before the War is also repudiated, and this 
without even the flimsy pretext that it was 
contracted by campet-baggers. 

The same State, through their delegates 
at the recent Denpcratic Convention held at 
Cincinnati, declated the South to be sacredly 
committed to the payment of all public 
debt, National ani State.

BRUTALITY WITHOUT APOLOGY. 

The ease of the Virginia Justice who sen- 
tenced the unfortunate Davis to be whipped 
with thirty-nine lashes on the back and im- 
prisoned six months for petty larceny is 
something after the manner of executing the 
law that is adopted by some of the shyster 
Justices of this county, The mar. Davis was 
cognizant of the sale of liquor by one Pond 
without a license. Summoned before the 
United States Commissioner, Davis testified 
to the fact, and Pond was bound over to 
answer before the Court. Pond thereupon 
sued out a summons against Davis, and had 
the case removed to another county; the 
case was so baseless that even the Justice of 
the Peace dismissed it. But, having Da- 
vis in a distant county, another charge 
was preferred against him, which was 
called petty larceny. It seems that, 
Davis being in need of clothes, 
one Myrick advanced him $18 with which 
to buy them,—Davis agreeing in writing to 
refund the money out of the proceeds of his 
seed cotton when gathered. Myrick, being 
doubtful of the forthcoming of the cotton, de- 
manded the return of the clothes, and Davis 
returned them. In these facts somewhere 
was involved the crime of larceny, The Jus- 
tice convicted him, sentenced him to be im- 
mediately whipped, and then sent him to jail 
for six months,—the whole purpose of the 
business being to prevent Davis appearing at 
the Court in Richmond to testify in the reve- 
nue-case against Pond. Davisis represented 
as a small man, far gonein consumption, and, 
being unable to work, is authorized to 
preach.

The lady 
had secured a German Count of high polit- 
ical sanding at least, whatever his pedigree 
migu show.

It seems 
that Martin Winrick and wife, who resided

Both of them had been married before, and 
had grown-up children, some of whom re- 
side in the neighborhood. Quarrels had 
been frequent in the family about these rela- 
tives, Winrick claiming that his wife took 
away everything he broughtto the house 


poor for their support. Sunday night their 
dispute terminated in a fearful tragedy, 
About 10 o’clock some of the iieighbors saw 
flames issuing from Wiurick’s bouse, and, 
hurrying to the spot, were surprised at not 
seeing any one about. An entrance was 
forced into the house, where an awful scene 
The dead body of Mrs. 
Wiurick was found, riddied with shot and 
laying in a pool of blood. Further search 
was rewarded by the finding of the 
old man’s body on his bed, bleeding from 
two ghastly wounds. They were hastily 
carried out of the burning building, 
where they had become somewhat scorched, 


Coroner’s inquest. The inquest was held 
this morning, and, from the facts developed, 


after set- 
ting fire to the house that they might be con- 
sumed together, shot himself in the head 
with a revoiver, and, as this did not prove fatal, 
jaid down on his bed and fired the remaining 
charge in the shotgun into his own body. 
Of course, all kinds of theories are rife as to 
the cause of the dreadful deed, but most 
seem to think that it was done on account of 
the trouble which had arisen between the 
pair about their child:en, and that long years 
of bickering and recrimination finally culmi- 
nated in the tragedy recorded above.

Seymour was reported to be 
a wealthy gentlemen, was cultured, and, so 
far as was known, an honorable and respect- 
able man: The beauty and grace of Miss 
Raymond beguiled Seymour into an attach- 
ment which a more intimate acquaintance 
ripened into love. They were married, and 
lived happily together for nearly two years,

When 
she asked him in what way he earned such 
large sums of money he invariably informed 
her that he was aspeculatorin grain.

lier parents learned of her husband’s char- 
acter before she did, and tried in every way 
to persuade her to return home and abandon 
him, but she refused to forsake him, and

She remained 
with some friends in New York, being doubt- 
ful whether her parents, in their bitter anger, 
would receive her. Her husband left home 
about four months age, and she knew noth- 
ing of his whereabouts until she saw the ac- 
count of his arrest in a morning paper re- 
cently.

She thought that 
she should remain in New York until her 
husband’s trial, in September, uimess he 
should be so fortunate as to find à bonds- 
man. She had understood that her ltusband 
had employed an alias in every city in which 
he operated, but not until after her marriage.

failure to respond to the margin call, that 
if any one “bought in the stuff” under 
the rules, he or they shotiid do it 
at his or their risk. It was also whispered quite 
freoly that some of Mr. Dow's wealthy friends had 
discussed his situation. and bad agreed to advance 
ulm whatever money he might think was neces- 
sary to enable him to carry out the deals to the 
end. Mr. Dow did not accept any of the prof- 
fered aid, if it were ever offered to him. Friday 
afternoon he attended the cali, and sold 
of grain—over 100,000 bushels—for future deliv- 
ery. An intimation inthis paper, to which be 
gave atacit consent, that he would protect ail 
his grain deals, gave some assurance to many of 


the operators that his refusal to further margin 


his pork deals was based on the principle that

Low Passenger Rates to Be 


Kept Up. 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

A statement was recently published in one 
of the New York papers regarding the finan- 
cial condition of the Illinois Central, which 
was so full of errors and misrepresentations 
as to make some comment necessary. Three 
or four years ago the foreign shareholders 
sent to this country a committee to ascertain, 
and report whether the New Orleans Line 
was an advantage to the Llinois Central. At 
that time a panic existed among the ghare- 
holders, who seemed to fear that the Com- 
pany had got them inextricably involved by 
buying worthless railroads in the South. 

is committee went in largely 

r prudent and conservative man- 
agement, directed the construction 
account to be closed, and that the policy 
should be adopted of strengthening the IIli- 
nois Central Company and paying moderate 
dividends; in fact, a number of influential 
foreign shareholders said that a 6 per cent 
dividend was quite enough in view of the 
current income from investments of this nat- 
ure. An analysis of the Illinois Central re- 
ports and other statistics shows that in the five 
years from 1875 to 1879 it has spent $2,200,000 
on construction account, and by the last bal- 
ance sheet kt had accumulated $1,600,000 first- 
mo bonds of the New Orleans Line, in 
addition to about $5,000,000 second-mortgage 
bonds previbusly uired, and that it had 
Aso built branches ut 100 miles in length 
put of its income. 

Thus this Company has added to its prop- 
srty and te its assets about $4,500,000 under 
the foreign policy, besides paying off $500,000 
of its sterling 5 per cent bonds at the rate of 
$100,000 per annum, complying with the 
sinking-fund established upon the block of 
sterli bonds, thus making the Company 
55.000. better off than it was at the com- 
mencement of 1875. Besides it has been lay- 
ing steel ballasting its road-bed, etc., 


, placing the property in a first-class condition 


every respect. The New Orleans line is 
also taking care of itself. It has 369 miles of 
track laid with steel, and it is understood 
Mat its m contemplate completing it 
with steel within two years. 

As neither the IIlinols Central nor the New 
Orleans Company has appeared in the mar- 
ket to borrow money, and neither Company 
has a floating debt of any description, it looks 
very much as if the IIlinois Central share- 
holders who own two-thirds of the stock of 
the Southern line as well as the bonds named 
have good reason to congratulate themselves 

upon the condition of their property.

SOUTHWESTERN POOL AFFAIRS. 

The Southwestern Railway Association is 
now in better shape than it has been for 
some time past. The equalization of bust 
ness, which caused much headache te Com- 
missioner Midgely, is now working smoothly, 
and the roads are evening up very rapidly. 
A short time ago the Rock Island was 40,000 
jons ahead, and now it is slightly behind. 
The Alton, which was about 80,000 tons be- 
hind, is now almost even. As fast as a road 
runs ahead or short, business is diverted 

from one to another, and the ®ercentages are 
thus kept as nearly straight as possible. The 
Rock Island, which was clamoring for an in- 
crease in its percentage some months ago 
seems now to be willing to work on the old 
basis until the Wabash gets ready to demand 
its proportion of business from this city 
when a rearran ent of percentages mus 
take place. Wabash exvected to be 
ready to begin athrough business over its | 
Chicago line about July 1, and if this antici- 
pation had been fulfilled a new apportion- 
ment would have been made about that time. 
But the trouble of the Western Indiana re- 
its right of way into the city pre- 
vented the Wabash from securing adequate 
terminal facilities at this point. The man- 
agers of this road huve therefore decided 
not to open its line for through business be- 
fore Dec. 1, and up to that time they will con- 
fine themselves to doing a local busiuess only. 
Therefore, the Wabash will not ask a pro- 
rtion of the through business to and from 
issouri River points before that time, which 
will have the effect of keeping off further 
somplications in the Southwestern pool until 
he end of the year. When a reappor- 
tionment then becomes necessary, it 
is very probable that the Rock 
Island Will recede from its position not to 
have the matter referred to arbitrators, and 
— to have a new apportionment 
made. 

Commissioner Midgley will leave for New 
York to-morrow to be present at the meeting 
of the High Joints in that eity on the 26th. 
His object in attending the meeting is to as- 
sist the managers of the Southwestern lines 
in inducing the trunk lines to adopt meas- 
ures in regard to charging freight by’actual 
weight, similar to the system adopted lately 

the Southwestern and Western roads. 

re is another matter of considerable im- 
portance to come up before the meeting 
of the High Joints, in which the Western 
lines are greatly interested. The managers 
of New York trunk lines demand the 
withdrawal of the agents of the Western 
and Southwestern roads from New York to 
other Eastern points, thus leaving the 
direction of the west-bound business entire- 
ly in the hands of the trunk lines. The 

tern roads have no freight representa- 
tives at Western points, but every Western 
city has one or more managers or agents of 
fast freight lines, who have the power to 
contract business for the Eastern lines, 
which is the same thing as if they had regu- 
larly appointed agents. Unless these agents 
of the fast-freight lines are withdrawn, or 
their power to contract for business taken 
from them, the Western managers are not 
willing to accede to the demand of the trunk 
Une managers. and consequently a hot time 
may be anticipated regarding this question. 


SETTLING THEIR DIFFICULTIES. 
The probabilities are that the war between 
the Liouisville & Nashville and the Chicago, 
St. Louis & New Orleans Railroads will come 
to an end to-day. Mr. Alexander, Vice-Pres- 
ident and General Manager, and Mr. Culp, 
General Freight Agent, of the Louisville &

Mint-Director Burchard on the Silver 
Preduction of the United St tes—The 
President's Trip to California—Inter- 
est on the Four-and-a-Malf Per Cents 
— Silver Dollars—The Freedman’s 
Bank. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. * 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 2%.--Horatio 
Burchard, of IIlinois, Director of the Mint, 
has returned from an extended tour on the 
Pacific Coast and in the West, undertaken 
for the purpose of inspecting the mints of 
the Pacific Coast, and of the mining region. 
Mr. Burchard finds that the product of silver 
is somewhat diminished, and that the mining 
business is conducted by large capitalists 
more than it hitherto has been. He will em- 
body the results of his investigations in a 
report to the Secretary of the Treasury on 
the condition of the silver yield, he having 
been especially assigned to that duty. 

The fieads of the different bureaus in the 
Executive Department have been requested 
to prepare their annual reports atas early a 
day as possible. The Cabinet officers use 
these reports as the basis of their own re- 


ports. 

The Presidential party starts for the West 
next Wednesday. The President takes with 
him to use in his speeches a large amount of 
carefully-prepared statistical information 
relative to the production of gold and silver 
and as to the effects of resumption. ‘This in- 
formation will bé used in speeches to be de- 
livered on the Pacific Coast. 

Mr. Burchard found that in the Mississippi 
Valley there was an urgent demand for more 
silver, as there was an inadequate supply of 
small notes and of silver dollars. He also 
found less complaint against silver amongits 
opponents than was poticed last year. The 
political situation upbn the Pacific Coast he 
regards as favorable to the Republicans, the 
Workingmen’s party not being disposed to 
coalesce with the Democrats.

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DOUBLE MURDER. 


A Frightful Tragedy „. the North 
Division. : 

Samuel Zimmerman Kills His Win 
and Shoots Himself. 


A Terrible Ending to a Married Life Ex. | 
bittered with Jealousy. 


The checkered matrimonial career of & North 
Side German couple was suddenly and horribly 
terminated about halt - past 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning by the death-dealing pistol, and two 
little waifs added to the number of those who 
go to swell the ranks of the children of the 
public.” It was the old story of a jealous hus- 
band—jealous in this case without apparent 
cause—and a patient, suffering wife, done to 
death by the fool who had sworn to love, cher- 
ish, and protect her, and the sudden and not 
inappropriate taking- olf of the murderous hus- 
band by his own hand. They were not happy in 
their life, and in their death they were not di-

is was nearly 9 o'clock yesterday morning 
when John Zimmerman, an employé in aS

The brother went away again, but came 
back about 7, when, still finding the door locked, 
he broke it open. Entering the middie room he 
found the little boy crying piteously, and com- 
plaining because he could not wake papa and 
mamma up. Taking his uncle by the hand he 
jed him through a narrow hallway and into the 
family kitchen, in one corner of which the child 
pointed out what naturally enough to him 
seemed the sleeping parents. 
THE SCENE THAT PRESENTED ITSELF 


to the brother's gaze was one of peculiar horror. 
The floor occupied by the Zimmerman family 
consisted of six rooms. They were furnished 
averagely well, and showed a frugal and saving | 
disposition upon the part of both. The front 
wus divided into two rooms. One of these was a 
neatly and comfortably furnished sitting-room, 
and the other was a bedroom, rented out to a 
‘odger. The middle room was occupied by the 
brother of Samuel, and the room in the centre, 
between parior and kitchen, was used as a bed- 
room by Samuel himself, off of which he had a 
little workshop. The rear room wus used as a 
kitchen and dining-room, and to the left of this, 
or northward, was a small bedroom, in 
which Mrs. Zimmerman and der two 
little children slept. It was in the room used as 
a dining- room and kitchen that the fearful decd 
was done. What asigut! What a fearful end- 
ing of husband and wife! A studied effect, ap- 
parently, was that chosen by the murderer and 
suicide in the position that he assumed for his 
poor victim and himself. The quarrel must have 
originated in bed, apparently, and was carried 
on until it reached its horribie termination. The 
shooting must bave been done very early in the 
morning, for the woman was dressed in her 
nightgown, while he was but partiaily dressed 
bimselt. Zimmerman bad on a vest, pants, and 
shirt. while his feet were bare, and loosely in- 
serted ina pair of carpet slippers. The picture of 
horror as it presented itself wasthis: Near the 
rear window, with her head resting upon a little 
child’s toy chair, inted green, lay the corpse 
of the wife. Her face was turned upwards. A 
slight stream of blood had escaped from her 
mouth and acstrils, and floated in a tiny rivu- 
let over her pale cheek. In the right temple was 
a ghastly hole, that told the story of the sad end- 
ing of her life. Under her right arm lay ber 
husband. He had so placed himself that his 
head lay at her side, and her right arm seemed 
to rest affectionately on his head. Beside him 
lay a flve- barrel Allen revolver of - 
calibre, with two chambers discha 
which told the story of the murder an 
suicide which followed. From the appearance 
of the bodies there must have been a fearful

HARVEST RETURNS. 


KANSAS. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
MARION Centre, Kas, Aug. 20.—At last 
the long-continued drought is broken, and 
this portion of dry and windy Kansas blessed | 
with a copious shower. Last evening, after 
two or three hours of threatened approach- 
ing storms which tailed to reach us, at 9 
o’clock a few drops of rain were gladly 
greeted, and soon a severe storm was upon 
us, accompanied by vivid lightning and loud- 
ly-rolling thunder. The severity of the storm 
soon passed away, but for the greater por- 
tion of the night water continued to fall with 
such freedom that the ground where culti- 
vated is thoroughly moistened to the 
depth of several inches, and the pros- 


pect of more during the day is good. Should 
the rain continue until we get as much more 
as has already fallen it will be of great value 
to this region, as the ground has been so dry 
as not only to cause a partial failure of the 
corn crop but also to seriously affect the 
prospect for wheat another year: many have 
plowed for and some have sowed wheat, but 
had it continued dry, wheat would not have 
germinated, and much of it would have been 
eaten by birds and insects. Now farmers have 
gome encoumgement to sow, and probably 
the usual amount of fall wheat will be sown. 
Grass on the prairie is very short, and so 
dry that most of it will make rather pour 
hay, but it is being cut very - a large 
area being fequired to furnish the usual 
amount ne , asthe yield is exceedingly 
light. Itissodry that a fire started in the 
northeastert part of this (Marion) county 
last week burned over a large tract of land, 
extending into Morris County, and now sev- 
eral thousand acres are as bare as if burned 
in autumn or spring. 
This part of the State possesses a good, 
2 — Soil. is reasonably well watered, 
as abundance of good building stone, most- 
ly magnesia limestone, and will produce 
good crops in avery dry season. ut this 
year has tested its ability in that respect 
rather too severely, yet the crops raisea will

ILLINOIS CORN CROP. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 33.— There is 
much interest manifested by home and for- 
eign grain-dealers in the condition of grow- 
ing corn in Illinois, occasioned by the 
drought, which has been quite general in 
this State. The late corn will be very poor 
in quality, and the yield per acre light. 

The followiag, from the advance sheets of 
the crop report of the Illinois Department of 
Agriculture, does not give encouragement 
for a medium crop of corn. In 1879 the sur- 
plus over local consumption in this State was 
nearly 200,000,000 bushels of corn, an 
amount notapproached by any other State: 

The corn crop is in much better condition 
than usual for the Ist of August, and, ex- 
cepting the previous season (1879), the pros- 
pects have not been more encouragin for a 
medium yield per acre since 1876. Corn on 
wet undrained land is generally weedy and 
in poor_cond'tion, owing to the wet weather 
early in the senson, which prevailed in many 
counties in the State to such an extent as to 
prevent necessary cultivation. The crop, 
where weil cultivated, is generally much in 
advance of former years in growth at corre- 
sponding date, 

The prospects for an increased yield per 
acre on land that was thoroughiy cultivated 
and laid by“ at the proper time are very 
encouraging, and will induce many corn- 
growers another season not to neglect the 
corn at the mest critical period for the grain- 
harvest, but to employ additional help, if 
necessary, to give the crop thorough and sea- 
sonable culture.

The 
pasturage hav failed, stock in general has 
to be fed in the same way: and in many 
places there is great difficulty in su plying it 
with water. Within the past few dase good 
rains have fallen to the east and south of us, 
but there has not been a fall of any conse- 
quence for more than a month in this coun- 
ty. The loss on erops and the falling away 
of stock amounts to thousands of dollars. 
The season is so far advanced that the dam- 
age Cannot uow be repaired. a

The iargely-increased number of silver certifi- 
cates issued at San Francisco, Baltimore, Phila- 
deiphia, and other points, which find their way 
bere in the settlement of balances due this city, 
was the occasion. of some discussion at the 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the 

House yesterday. afternoon, and 
the attention of the Manager 
was directed to 4 strict observ- 
ance of tae rules, which provide that balances 
due the Ci House shall be paid in lexul- 
tenders, Nationuicurrency, or gold. Silver cer- 
tifieates are not a legai-tender: They are re- 
fused at the New York Clearing-House. As no 
silver certificates huve been issued payable 
in this city, the rule cannot be regarded 
- @8 any discrimination against silver, which 

the banks ame an pay out 
over the counter. he silver certificates 
ay Ag in other cities can only be regarded as 
the nature of sight drafts,and these per se 
are not available for paying clearing-house bal- 
ances, though the proceeds of their sale are. 
The express-charges on silver are much heavier 
than on currency or gold, and the banks do not 
fancy paying these charges in collecting the sil- 
verfrom the Sub-Treasuries from which the 
Certificates are issued.

They agreed to put 500 persons in the 
camp, and only brought 200, fur which they 
haven't paid tentage up to date, and have left a 
demand note of $600; signed by H. T. Graves, 
Secretary, as pay. The Nebraska battalion is 
also in bad odor. Some fifty of its members 
enjoyed camp privileges, but up to date 
they have failed to put up a cent, 
though they have done much growling. 
Mr. Gassette refused to speak when appea.ed to 
for information on the subject. He insisted 
that if there was any truth in the charges the 
public would find it out. He would neither at- 
tirm nor deny them. He insisted, however, that 
as the excitement of the Conclave died away 
justice would be done himself and the Triennial 
Committee. Every dollar collected would be 
accounted for. and every bill contracted, down 
to the minutest detail, would be explained. The 
Committee did their duty, and had noth to 
explain away. The camp would cost the Com- 
mittee $5,000, and the drill at the Jockey Club 
Park a like amount, maki a clean loss of 
$10,000, which would have to be made up.

GAS-EXPLOSION. 


THE LOCAL FREIGHT OFFICE OF THE MICHIGAN 

CENTRAL : 
Railroad, near the foot of South Water street, 
was yesterday morning the scene of @ gas-ex- 
plosion which, fortunately, resulte J in no seri- 
ous or permanent injury to anybody, but which 
for a time created the greatest excitement in 
the vicinity. About 8 o'clock, the usual office 
hour, a young mau named John J. Carey, em- 
ployed iu the office as messenger, went to the 
vault door to open it and get out the books. 
This vauit is a dark one, and the gas 
is kept burning during business hours. 
Young Carey, after opening the outside 
and inner door of the vault, as has 
always been his custom, struck a 
match and stepped in to light the gas. At this 
instant a tremendous report was heard, followed 
by the crash of break glass. The freight- 
house men and several of the office clerks 
rushed for the scene, and found young Carey 
stretched at full length upon the floor, appar- 
ently dead. Great excitement prevailea, dur- 
ing which it was found that the young mau was 
not seriously injured, being burned rather se- 
verely and rendered unconscious from the fear- 
ful concussion. Upon examination it was found 
that his bair and eyebrows were singea off, and 
his face and hands badly burned. 

The explos.on blew out the transom between 
the two offices, and shattered all the windows 
front on South Water street, scattering par- 
ticles of flying glass over the pavement, some of 
them being found several hundred feet from the 
building. <A peculiar freak of the explosion was 
noticed inside the building. A hies transom 
over a door leading from the office into the hall 
was found to be intact, while directly opposit a 
corresponding transom over a door leading into 
the Cashier’s office was completely demolished. 
No particular damage was done inside the vault, 
beyond the slight scorching of a few valueless 
papers. The escape of young Carey is 
considered miraculous. Upon examining the 
gas-tixtures in the vault it was found that one 
of the joints in the pipe was defective, allowing 
the gas to escape. here must have been many 
thousand feet of it within the cramped space of 
the iron vault, and it is remarkable that far 
greater damage was not done.

The recent 
Knights Templar Convention, with its tens of 
thousands of armed men, and the Seceders’ and 
Lecturers’ Convention held in Chicago call 
special attention to the subject of Free- 
masonry and kindred societies. 

We, the undersigned Committee appointed by 


this Convention, isvite your prayertul attention , 


to the fact that maltitudes of church members 
and many professed ministers of Christ are 
connected with these institutions, and that by 
such connection their Christian intiluence is 
greatly impaired, the work of the Church great! 

hindered, and the name of Christ dishogored. 
Permit us to notesome of the things proved be- 
yond peradventute by the united testimony of 
the seceding Mascus and Odd-Fellows here as- 
sembled, by the thousands of previous seceders, 
and by more than 500 books, orahons, sermons, 
and pamphlets published by Masous and others: 

First—That the ceremonies, covenants, and

Fifth—I\t dishonors the name of Christ by ex- 
cluding it from the prayer and ritual of the first 
seven degrees, and especially in omitting it from 
the passages of Seripiure quoted thus incorrect- 
ly, to secure the dpproval of all those who hate 
Him and all meation of His name. 

Sizth—In its pitual and by all its leading 
writers it teaches a false religion; that the Ma- 
son, though Jew, Mohammedan, or Deist, has 
experienced a new birth in the lodge, and has 
been raised fromthe grave of iniquity to the 
faith of salvation and inspired with a most 
cheering bope ofthat life and immortality that 
belongs alone to“ just men made perfect.’ 

For these reasons we beseech you not to turn 
from our appeab, as you value the welfare of

The parties trading in flaxseed met yfsterday 
to modify the rule relating to dealing in the seed 
on a pure basis.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 19.—A very wealthy 
man was fined inthe Police Court of this city 
esterday for contempt of court, and sent to 
ail. He passed last Friday night in a station- 
house cell, sleeping off the effects of a drunken 
spree. His name is Augustin J. Ambler. Many 
ears ago he was an inventor of rare ability. 
lis greatest invention was a furnace for smeſt- 
ing metaliic ores by petroleum vapor and super- 
heated steam. When he had completed this in- 
vention his money gave out. Thereupon two 
men became associated with him as partners, in 
a company formed in St. Louis. When Ambler 
took steps to secure a patent, he discovered that 
his partners had already got patents upon 
his invention. He at once began a long 
fight against them. He succeeded in 
convincing the Patent-Office that he 
had been wronged, ana the illegal patents were 
canceled. Then began a hard and expensive 
struggle in the courts. From one court to an- 
other he 9 —— his Opponents, and after ten 
years had passed a Special Auditor reported 
that there were due him $677,434 and 1,375 shares 
of the stock of the company which his partners 
had established. The order for the’ payment 
was made June F. 180. The sudden change in 
his fortunes broke the inventor down.

The exemp- 
tion from serious breaks is considered exceed- 
ingly fortunate, it is expected that the toll- 
sheet at the end he season will show a rev- 
enue far in exces®Of anything recorded hereto- 
fore. The success of the steam cable-towing 
system is considered to be a very favorable cir- 
cumstance in the development of the canal. 
and thus far since the opening of 
navigation about seven hundred boats 
have given up the use of ani- 
mal power and been towed through the canal, as 
far as the cable is completed, by steam. Several 
of the boat-owners stated vesterday that the 
operations had been successful, they are well 
satisfied with the cable service, and with the fa- 
cilities so simply, safely, and economically sub- 
plied them, and they are becoming strong ad- 
vocates of the system, particularly as it cannot 
become a monopoly, and its charterea rights do 
not interfere with the free use of the canal. 

A prominent merchant yesterday said: The 
steam cable system has increased the capacity 
of the canal fully 15 per cent, and by the in- 
creased number of trips which the boatmen can 
make over animal power, it secures to them 
greater profits, and increases the State 
revenue. 

THE BELGIAN TOWING SYSTEM. 

An incorporated company with a large capital 
has authority, through an act of the Legisiature 
of this State, to put the Belgian towing system 
into operation in the Erie Canal from Buffalo to 
Albany, with the understanding that it is not to 
interfere with the regular navigation of the 
| Canal. The Company is laying its cable in the 

bed of the canal, and will extend it throughout 
as soon us practicable, 

Few people have any idea of the plan of opera- 
tion of this system. As u wire cable seven- 
eighths of an inch in diameter and about sixty 
miles in length bas been laid on the bottom of 
the canal between Syracuse and Utica, the 
best explanation in detail that can 
given is this: Suppose that the 
ends of the cable are tastened per- 
manently at Utica and Syracuse, and a man ina 
small boat wishes to come to Utien and draw 
four, six, or eight small boats behind bim. He 
simply sits in his boat and pulls on the cable in 
an — * direction from Utica; the operation 
would naturally force the boat cast, and its 
continuance would bring the first bout, its oc- 
cupant, and the boats connected with it into 
Utica, while the cable remained in its place in 
the bottom of the.canal, hugging the tow-path 
bank at bends in that path, and the heel-path 
bank when the bends are in that direction. The 
oceupants of the boats attached in the rear, not 
taking hold of the cable, must do their share of 
work by steering, so as to keep the line from 
swinging like a whip-!ash, from one side of the 
canal to the other. Or, like the old-fashioned 
rope ferries on the Mohawk, the boatman grasps 
the rane for a leverage, while with his feet and 
—— e forces the boat from one bank to the 
other. 

In the Belgian cable towing system, the steam 
tug takes the place of the small boat, its “ clip- 
wheel” which grasps the cable and pulls repre- 
sents his finwers, hands, and arms, the powerful 
engine and Deiler supply the muscle, end the 
String of six or eight canalboats connected in 
line by hawsers represent the small boats be- 
hind the first skiff. „It these boats are not 
steered as they should be, they are liable to 
knock against. boats bound in an opposit direc- 
tion,—especially in low water,—knock against 
the towpath and. heelpath masonry, and meet 
with pretty much the same fate that befalls the 
boys on the outer end of a game called “snap 
the whip.’’ 

The charter of the Towing Company was 
granted in 1873-or thereabouts. It has been in 
operation from Buffalo eastward as an experi- 
ment for five or six yeurs. This summer the 
Company is towing from Buffalo to Rochester, 
ninety-three miles, and to date it has handled 
about 5.000 tons. 

The rate for towirg by the season is 2 cents 
per mile for light: and héavy boats, or 25 cents 
per mile per horse boat for single trips. In con- 
tracting for towing with boat-owners or Cap- 
tains the Cable Gatnpany takes their horses and 
mules and pay fer them in towing. These ani- 
mats are used on levels where the cable is not 
laid, and to assist tows through locks through 
which the cable and tugs do not pass. On ac- 
count of the number of comparatively short 
levels between Syracuse and Kochester—rang- 
ing as they do from one mile to seventeen in 
length—no cable has yet been laid in that di- 
visiou and towing is done by horses. This sea-

$18. ‘The Company pays the Captain $3.50 per 
week for boarding the. men, furnishes coal, oil, 
wood, soap, and matches, and the Captain em- 
ploys the cook. 

Each cable tug-boat can tow from one to eight 
boats ata trip, at an average rate of from two 
to three miles per hour, and with a clear, straight 
canal and full. channels could tow light bouts 
four miles per hour. The boat immediately be- 
hind the tug is attached by n 300 feet hawser, 
and the others from 150 to 200 feet apart, in one 
line. In narrow points on the canal with low 
water. the canal-boat and tow moytig faster 
than the horso- boats, there is danger of the bows 
of the tows running into the sterns of the boats 
being passcd—unjess the speed of the tug is 
slackened, or, what is virtually necessary, good 
steering is done. 

As these collisions are the principal topic of 
complxint on the part of the bontmen who pro-. 
test aguinst the Belgian cable systein, the sub- 
ject of steering boats deserves particular atten- 
tion. A few bout Captains appreciate the fact 
that it is as necessary to have a good steersman 
us it is to be towed, employ experienced men, 
and in the end save mouey by this course. 
Others put boys, tramps, and women upon the 
tiller, aud then there ure lively times at both 
ends of boats, If such steersmen are attached 
to steam tows, whether cable or the inde- 

sendent: steamer or tug system, coi- 
isions and cussings cannot be avoided. In 
open water most any one can stecr, but with- 
in the narrow Iimits of the canal, with low water 
reducing the size of the navigayle chunnel and 
the suction of passing boats te be contended 
with the man at the tiller ‘should know his bust- 
ness. Bad steering by the men on the boats 
being towed has caused nearly ul of the damaye 
done thus fur by the cable system—the cable 
boats not having damaged a dollars worth. 
Superintendent Shepard gives strict orders to 
his cable crews to use utmest caution in passing 
boats, give horse boats every posible chance, 
and if one happens to be put aground, to stop 
and pull themoff. This course has won over 
mony of the epponents of the system, and if 
continued, as it probably will be, ere long com- 
plaints will be few and far between.
